LAS VEGAS, Nev. (UPI) 
— A Las Vegas mechanic, 
apparently intent on suicide, 
was killed Friday night when 
he flew a stolen Cessna 180 
into Nevada’s tallest building 
three blocks from the Las 
Vegas Strip. 

The light plane careened 
into the space-needle shaped 
landmark Tower Hotel and 
plummeted into the Conven- 
tion Center 200 yards away. 


Sheriff Ralph Lamb identi- ; 


fied the pilot as Everett 
Wayne Shaw, 39, of Las Ve- 
gas. He said Shaw left notes 
tm the apartment of his es- 
tranged wife and in his own 
apartment, ‘“‘indicating he 
was despondent.”’ 

Shaw and his wife were 
married a month ago and 
separated after three weeks 
of marriage. 

Lamb said the aircraft was 
owned by AI Little, who had 
landed the plane late Friday 
afternoon at Jean, Nev., a 
small community about 17 
miles southwest of here. 

“The aircraft was taken, 
without consent, by Shaw,” 
said Lamb.
